EDITOR GAZETTK: 
In the Advocate 
of last Tuesday evening is an article 
headed "Lorin Anxious," in which a 
Mr. Munson of this town is arraigned 
for conducting a saloon. 
'The 
article 
prays that a license be not granted him 
on the grounds that the withholding of 
such license would protect the boys 
and girls of Lorin from "the sights and 
sounds that hover about the doorway 
of vice." 
'That, Mr. Editor, is one 
side of the case — the prosecution. In 
the interest of fair play I trust that you 
will allow me to present the other side 
---th': defense. 
J. A. Munson. the 
subject of the Advocate's attack, is a 
property holder and taxpayer of Berke­ 
ley. 
As a gbod 
solid 
citizen his 
character is beyond 
reproach and 
never before was his honcstv 
called 
into question. 
fie invested all his 
earnings in l.orin and reasonably ex 
pected to be permitted to make a liv" 
ing there during good behavior. Far 
from being open to any ot the objec­ 
tions stated in the above-mentioned 
article, his saloon is conducted in a 
most decent and orderly manner. 
Boys 
under the age of eighteen 
are not 
knowingly 
permitted 
to enter his 
soioon. 
There is neither 
side 
room 
nor side entrance 
connected 
thereto. 
He 
tolerates 
neither 
gambling nor 
bloisterousness 


There is nothing about his establish­ 
ment to lead boys or girls astray. Mr. 
Munson is not responsible lor the do­ 
ing ol the prior Board of Trustees—he 
was not their keeper. 
He paid them 
his money in good faith, and with the 
expectation that he was to receive a li 
cense for a year. 
A s soon as he was 
informed of the nullity of their action 
in this respect he sent in his applica­ 
tion for a new license. 
He has done 
all in his power to comply with the 
law. 
All, or nearly all, the saloons of 
Berkeley stand in exactly the same 
position in regard to license as does 
Munson's and it is astounding that he 
alone from 
among so many 
others 
should be singled out for a personal 
attack. 
It is extraordinary 
that any 
one without some personal animus, bias 
or spite could protest 
against the most 
orderly saloon-keeper of the most or­ 
derly saloon in the vicinity. 
It is evi­ 
dent that the protest is the offspring of 
the personal 
malice or self-interest of 
those who wish, either 
directly or in­ 
directly, to profit at the expense ot Mr 
Munson. 
It is hoped that the trustees 
will be in no way influenced by such a 
one-sided petition, and, that before act­ 
ing on the biased testimony of anyone, 
they make a personal 
investigation ol 
the whole matter and not condemn Mr. 
Munson exparte. 
Your correspondent 
is in no way interested in this matter 
except in so far as every citizen is in­ 
terested in decency and 
fair play; he 
objects, as does every honest citizen, 
to any underhanded 
attempt lo hound 
a le low citizen out of business.

THE EGG DANCE. 


A Beantlfnl P e a t T h a t Is P e r f o r m e d by 
H i n d o o Juggling- Girls. 


One of tho most wonderful of the 
mttuy feats perforiuod by Hindoo jug­ 
glers is the egg dauce. Usually it rs ex­ 
ecuted by a girl, fantastically dressed. 
She makes use of the willow wheel, 
around which at equal distances are 
threudtt, and at the end of each thread 
thoro is a noose, held open by a Sead. 


This wheel the girl places on her 
bead, whilo blio carrios a basket of sags 
on her arm. When tho music strikes up, 
she begii f t o dunce, and the wheel be­ 
gins to spin uround. 
She then takes an 
egg from the basket, places it in one of 
the thread nooEea and throws it from 
her with sufficient force to draw the 
knot tight. The spinning of the wheel 
keeps the thread stretched, with the egg 
at the «u('f,f it. 


She then take* another egg frem the 
basket, places it in another noose and 
repeats this until there is an egg in ev­ 
ery noose. Her fantastic costume, hex 
perfect motion and all the eggs swing­ 
ing ou ,the stretched threads at once pre­ 
sent a very pretty sight indeed. 
It re- 
Quires mnch art to execute the dance, 
for a t one S e e step the eggs would be 
dashed together, the dance spoiled and 
the dancer thereby disgraced. 


After dancing for a time with all the 
eggs swiaging around her head she takes 
them out of the noose one by one, all I 
the time keeping the t wheel balanced 
and in motion, and again places them 
in the basket on' her arm. 


When the dance iB finished, the speo- \ 
tators are allowed to examine the eggs 
to see that they are real.—Philadelphia | 
Times.

As 
the grape core has made its wrjy 
into modern methods of dealing with 
disease—hundreds filling the German 
establishments where this return to na­ 
ture is practiced—many a patient vfho 
has 
found himself made over by the 
treatment has added to it a use of the 
'dried grape or raisin. 
Fruit of all aorta 
is becoming more and more a part of 
the regular food supply, and a growing 
constituency of people announce them­ 
selves as believers in a diet of fruit and 
nuts. 
Leaving these extremists out of 
the 
present question, it is certain that 
health increases for whoever substitutes 
fruit, both trash and dried, for a large 
part of the ordinary diet in daily use. 
One of our best literary workers has 
found that a bunch of good raisins with 
a slice of bread or a crisp cracker or two 
makes a lunch that is not only satisfac­ 
tory, but leaves the brain clear for the 
afternoon's work. 
Even in the days of 
our 
forefathers the Muscatel raisins, 
called so perhaps from the Musoa grape, 
brought by the Moors from their Afri­ 
can 
homes iuto Spain, were credited 
with a special recuperative force, and 
known as "raysous of the sun. " 
They 
were part of the equipage of a last ill­ 
ness. 
Saffron water and these "raysons 
of the snu" were side by side on the 
neat little table, which held also the 
big Bible reserved for solemn occasions, 
all three reminding the sufferer that he 
or she had done with the ordinary fare 
of mortal life.
